an edict making arrangements for his 
education, in the Peking Gazette of the 
8th January. Weng Tang-ho and Hia 
‘Tang-show, both mandarins of eminence, 
were then appointed to act as preceptors 
of the young Emperor; and his father, 
the Prince of Chun, was directed to 
superintend all that is needful in respect 
to the allotment of his stadies: The

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2 _ THE GRAIN TRIBUTE. 
Tae Peking Government appears to 
have had the question of grain transport 
lately bofore it, as the Gazettes of the 
Ist and 2nd December contain a variety 
of memorials referring to the subject, 
which presumably were considered to- 
gether and thus found their way 
simultaneously into print. ‘The burden 
of the whole song is difficulty, incon- 
‘venience, and peculation ; and it would 
be surprising that the system of com- 
mutation which was admitted in various 
provinces during the rebellion, has not 
been extended, if we did not know 
how dear te the mandarin mind is the 
- present method of transmission, The 
collection, earriage, and distribution, all 
furnish squeezes tothe lucky officers con- 
cerned, and there has been lately added 
a farther motive—it is made to support 
the expensive fleet of the Chinese 
‘Merchanta’ Steam Navigation Company, 
which notoriously floats in a great 
measure on the extravagant subsidy 
it for the conveyance of tribute 
rice. In face of these considerations, it 
is Joss surprising to learn that, so 
far from extending the plan of 
commutation, the Board of Revenue 
has been trying to bring about a return 
to’ payment in kind even in provinces 
where the money system has been 
established. Hukwang is one district 
to which this retrogressive idea has 
been sought to be applied, but the 
Governor-General emphatically demurs 
to the order. The granaries have 
fallen into rain, or beon destroyed by 
the rebellion, and would have to be 
rebuilé at enormous cost. The people 
prefer the present method, to which 
they have become accustomed ; and to 
send the grain to Shanghai by steemer 
for transhipment would be just. simply 
to waste the freight, The Goversor- 
General is perhaps not conscious of 
the fall irony of his suggestion, that it 
would be cheaper to buy the rice in 
Shanghai! Yet, it would be difficult 
to find a more complete reductio ad 
absurdum, It is not pretended that 
there is any difficulty in procuring 
rico in the north; on the contrary, so 
much of it as has not been appropriated, 
peculated, or destroyed en route, is put 
on the market and sold at a merely 
nominal rate. The grain transport 
has in fact been described by a good 
- authority as “simply a trade in rice, 
carried on by officials ab a great cost 
to the country.” And it is in order to 
foster this abuse, not to supply thecapital 
with food, that the system is upheld. 
It would be, in fact, simply to afford 
those concerned an opportunity of pe- 
culating, that rice would be bought at 
Shanghai with the proceeds of the 
taxes collected in Hukwang. 

Ifthe grain tribute had any good 
feature, it was while it afforded a 
reason for keeping open the Grand 
Conal. But this great waterway was 
allowed to decay during the time of 















the rebellion, to an extent from which 
it seems very doubtfal if it will be 
recovered. The highest influence is 
now being exerted in favour of the 
sea route for tribute rice, and the 
tone of the memorial from the chief 
authorities of the Two Kiang, in the 
Gazette of the Ist December, does not 
seem to portend any active effort to 
restore the inland route. That under- 
taking is no doubt one of vast difficulty, 
but there seems no reason why the 
Chinese of to-day should not be able 
to do what their ancestors did, if there 
were the will and the energy at head- 
quarters, to direct them. it is, after 
all, only a question of repairing some and 

perhaps reconstructing @ portion of the 
great work which bears witness to the 
intelligence and the energy of former 
rulers. It is pitiful to contrast with 
this practical energy the petty red- 
tapeism which condemns the Grain 
Commissioner of Anhwei to some 
nominal penalty for not making his 
junks travel faster through a choked 
waterway. By regulation, his rice should 
have been delivered in the beginning 
of May, but this year the last 
consignment was as late as the begin- 
ning of November. “Difficulties, it is 
allowed, were met with in the Canal 
and Yellow River, bat this year the 
delay has exceeded that of former 
years, and the provinees must be made 
to know that the regulation is nota 
dead letter.” Yes! the delay has been 
greater than usual, because the water 
in the Canal has been less than ever, 
owing to the drought. And the Grain 
Commissioner is to be punished, partly 
because more rain did not fall, and 
partly because the Government has 
neglected its duty of preserving the 
great highways of the country. 











THE NEW DRAWBACK ARRANGEMENT. 
We should feel glad could wo accept 
the recent settlement of the vexed 
drawback question with Mr. von Brandt, 
as a mark of definite progress made by 
the Chinese Government. It seems 
strange, and contrary to all our antece- 
dont experience, that Chinese statesmen 
should have given freely, and without 
compunetion, what was not obtained by 
Sir Thomas Wade under the pressure 
he was able to bring to bear on them; 
and it would almost seem that his 
discretion, not the obstinacy of the 
Chinese, was at fault. The matter is not 
a very important one in itself ; in prac- 
tice, merchants have generally an early 
opportunity of paying to the Customs, 
the drawback certificates which they 
receive ; but it may happen otherwise, 
and in any caso it is fair that they 
should be able to get back the money 
they have paid, if they wish to do so. 
It is bad enough that they should have to 
pay duty at all before their goods pass 
into consumption; and we cannot under- 
stand how the introduction of the bond 
system has not been long ago insisted 
on, This is one among other reforms 








that might have been wisely stipulated 


for in the new Convention; and 
commend the matter to Mr. von Brandt's _ 
attention as one which he may well 
consider in the revision of the Ger- 
man treaty which is believed to be 
under negociation. The times are 
opportune for effecting a reform. It 
cannot be denied that it has dawned on 
the minds of the Chinese Government 
iteelf that its repressive policy towards 
trade has not been remuverative. Me- 
morials on the subject have appeared 
from so many quarters, that we cannot 
believe they have had no effect. Yet, 
in China, the first step is the most 
difficult, and it is not unlikely that 
the men at the helm of affairs look 
more or less to foreigners for the means 
of escaping a dilemma. It is quite 
possible the high Mandarins may be 
desirous of relieving trade from some 
of its shackles; yet, seen from a Chinese 
point of view, it may be most impolitio 
to make the essay; and with regard 
to lekin taxes, and the enormous and 
deadening system of extortion which 
has grown up round them, we sus- 
pect there is some ground for the 
belief, ‘The high official who would 
ettempt to do away with, or reform the 
practice, woo!d up at least two 
powerful fac tivw n the one hand iho 
supreme Govorument itself, which lives 
out of ::vh irregular exactions aa it 
can from time to time appropriate ; 
next, the large body of minor officiais 
whose position and livelibood depends 
on the continuance of a corrupt system. 
‘Toa man impressed with those ideas, the 
expressed obligation of freeing foreign 
goods might seem all the while the 
most powerful assistance towards carry= 
ing out a general reform; and the very 
reluctance with which Le submitted 
to it would really show of how 
much importance towards the end in 
view, would be the pretended forced 
play of his best card. At any rate, 
the narrow restriction on drawbacks, 
in itself more an annoyance than a 
positive burt to trade, could as easily 
have been removed at Chefoo as it has 
been at Peking, while in effect the 
British Minister gave his sanction to a 
principle of limitation never before 
adinitted by any of his predecessors. 
A similar but moro important error 
was the giving up of the right expressly 
stipulated for in provious treaties, of 
the non-liability of imported goods to 
taxation beyond the tariff and commuted 
inland dues. We have said before 
that we do not think the admission 
was likely to involve much practical 
harm, as the Chinese dealers them- 
selves are strong enough to resist 
excessive exactions, in towns where 
they can oppose a united resistance. 
But it was none the Joss a mistaie; for it 
is wiseto insist on the principle for which 
foreign merchants have always con- 
tended, and to endeavour to strengthen 
rather than to weaken the ground of 
resistance. It is strange how, in 
this matter, notwithstanding repeated 
blanders, the only sound doctrine bas 




















come to be upheld. Captuin Elliott, 
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Sir Henry Pottinger, and Sir Ruther. 
ford Alcock at various times made 
essays towards doing away with the 
simple statement of non-liability, and 
to this list’ we have unfortanately to 
add the name of Sir Thomas Wade. 
In each case some event has subse- 
quently turned up to prevent the 
execution of the project, and we are 
glad to notice that the present is no 
exception, We imagine that, in the 
Iong ran, thé thanks even of the Chinese 
Government will be duo to the Ministers 
who are at least affording it e means 
of escaping from a policy more de- 
trimental to its own interests than to 
those of foreign powers. 





DOMESTIC SLAVERY. 


‘Tas Police Magistrate of Hongkong 
has just passed a sentence which will 
move Chinese society in the Colony 
to its inmost recesses. He has im- 
prisoned the wife of a Chinese merchant 
for threo weeks, for cruelly maltreating 
a female slave; and we can imagine what 
dire commotion the news will excite in 
every household in the colony. It 
would be interesting to know what 
view the Chinese Courts would take of 
a similar case, if it could possibly come 
before them, Woe use tho word “if” 
aidvisedly, for the approach to the 
Chinese judgment seat is hedged about 
with so many applicants for fees, so 
many secretaries and hangers-on who 
have to be propitiated in order to 
secure a chance of a favourable hearing, 
that we suspect a slave wishing to 
complain against a master would have 
small chance of obtaining justice. But 
if such a case were foreed on the 
Magistrate's attention, it would be 
curious to know at what point he would 
consider the right of themaster to correct 
his servant ended, and undue cruelty 
began. Tho head of a household bas 
great power in China over all the 
occupants of the house. When a man 
is allowed to soll his wife and cbildren, 
the law is not likely to interfere very 
seriously in favour of a beaten slave. 
It is probably held, as was urged in 
the case of slavery in America, that 
a man will not go the length of 
damaging his property. And in the 
great majority of cases probably the 
rale holds good. Tho law, however, 
does not seem to have done very much 
for the protection of slaves, at any 
time, We are told of one Vedius 
Pollio, even in the polite age of 
Augustus, who used to fling such 
slaves as displeased him into his fish- 
ponds, to feed his lampreys; and on 
the matter being brought under the 
Emperor's notice he was visited with 
no severer punishment than the de- 
struction of his ponds. And the only 
restriction upon cruelty seems to have 
been that, if the cruelty of a master 
was intolerable, he might be compelled 
to sell the slave. As a rule, domestic 
slaves in China have not so bad a time; 
the Chinese are not inconsiderate 
yaasters, and the bought servant takes 








her chance with the hired one. But, 
if kindly as a rule, they are liable to 
outbursts of passion when they are 
capable of great cruelty. Huc has 
drawn an amusing picture of a row 
between husband and wife in an inn 
where he was stopping in Mongolia :-— 
“Whilst the whole company was 
busied, some in the preparation, and 
others in the consumption, of the 
viands, a loud cry was heard. It was 
from the hostess, who gave utterance 
thus to the pain she felt from a heavy 
blow of a shovel which her husband 
had just bestowed on her head. All 
the travellers started up, the woman 
ran screaming into s corner, and the 
innkeeper explained to the company 
that be had done quite right to correct 
this insolent end disobedient wife, who 
took no care of his house, and whose 
neglect would ruin the reputation of 
the inn. But before he had got to the 
end of his speech, the hostess com- 
menced an animated reply from the 
corner where she was crouching. Sho 
declared that her husband was a lazy 
fellow, who did nothing but drink and 
smoke, while leaving her to attend to 
the customers, and that he would spend 
her week's earnings in the course of a 
day or two in liquor and tobacco, 
Daring this scene the audience remained 
quite calm and imperturbable, giving 
no sign of approbation, or the contrary, 
to either of the belligerent parties. 
The woman then issued from her 
corner, as if to present a kind of 
challenge to her lord and master. 
‘Since I am a wicked woman,’ said 
sho, ‘you had better kill me! Come, 
kill me!’ and she planted herself right 
before the wrathful landlord. He did 
not kill her, but he gave her a 
tremendous box of the ears, which sent 
her back, uttering doleful howlings, to 
her corner. The pit now seemed to 
find the piece rather amusing, for it 
burst intoa loud langh; but the matter 
soon became serious enough ; for after 
a good deal more of bitter abuse from 
one side, and fierco menaces from the 
other, the innkeeper tucked up his 
garments under his girdle, and rolled 
his long plaits of hair round his head: 
it was the signal that he was preparing 
for a coup de main, ‘Very well, 
said he, ‘sinco yon tell me to kill you, 
I will;’ and with these words he 
snatched the tongs from one of the 
stoves and rashed with fury at his 
wife. ‘The company ran towards them, 
with loud exclamations; some neigh- 
bours came running in; but they did 
not succeed in separating the com- 
batants till the hostess had her hair 
torn down and her face all bleeding.” 
This would probably be recognised 
as a porfectly legitimate exercise of 
marital authority, although perhaps 
more or less scandalous from the 
publicity of the row. For, to do the 
Chinese justice, they are not given to 
abusing the privileges in respect of 
wife-beating, which the law allows them. 
Still the privilegeisallowed,and it would 
probably no more occur to # domestic 
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slave to appeal against a master ‘or 
mistress who had ill-used her, than it 
would to a wife to complain against a 
husband. It says mnch for the pro- 
pensity of the Chinese to abide by 
“old custom,” and something for the 
lightness of the yoke, that domestic 
slavery should continue to exist to 
any ‘extent in a British Colony, 
Cases are constantly brought before 
the Court, in which the practice is made 
evident; but when the girls are told that 
they may consider themselves free, they 
do not always ‘seem ‘anxious to avail 
themselves of the privilege. Nor is it 
from them that the action often comes, 
The Polico bring to light some piece of 
iniquity or another, in which the con- 
ditions of purchaso and slavery are 
made evident; and the announcement 
80 often made from the bench in such 
cases that these conditions are contrary 
to English law, can hardly fail to be 
generally known among the Chinese 
population. 





THE EASTERN QUESTION. 


Ir is a dull time for journalists when, as 
now, the limits of party abhome are over- 
stepped, and the whole force of public 
opinion becomes turned into one groove. 
Practically, such is the state of affairs 
in England at the present moment, 
‘and it is perhaps significant of the 
character of the English people, that 
having once made up their minds they 
‘are over-sensitive to prolonged dis- 
cussion, What the public opinion of 
England is at the present time is easy 
to sound, though possibly it has not 
condensed itself into any wordy formula, 

ion is gnite prepared that 
all gain no advantage out of 
the insurrection which she was more or 
less instrumental in fomenting; and 
having so far made up its mind, is 
evidently prepared to take the con- 
sequences, whatever they may be. Of 
course, this sentiment has been fostered 
by the vory pleasant discovery that, 
after all, the fighting powers of Great 
Britain are of rather a formidable 
nature, and that not only our own people 
but also foreign powers are able to ap- 
preciate this interesting fact. A nation 
which bas scarcely to do more than’ 
wish, and find itself in possession of @ 
new ironclad ; whose powers for turning 
out artillery surpass those of all other 
states ; which hasencouraged the growth 
of an active and intelligent scientific 
corps ; andhasbeenengaged in placing in 
prominent positions the rising talent of 
its younger officers, is not likely to be 
overawed by foreign dictation, and can 
afford, in carrying out its ends, even to 
wait—possibly the truest test of great 
ness, That Russia should seok to 
obtain by any means the exclusive 
command of the Black Sea is natural 
toa power in her condition, which has 
not as yet attained to true, or possibly 
lasting greatness. She is possibly a 
great power, but a great power in 
embryo, and for states in such @ con-

Bayors wore very keen after goods, aud 
their appetites were wetted by a rapidly “eclining Exchange, which they feared meact higher prices for them, Nor were they altogether 
wrong for rates did rise upon them, alightly, and appearances favored a further advance, Bat, euddenly, buying ceased; and when forced 
atthe auction yesterday it was discovered that prices had receded from their previous high levels. Grey Shirtings and 7'-Cloths showed
